Asettlement for an excessive 
force lawsuit against former 
Oklahoma City police officer 
Daniel K. Holtzclaw will come 
down to a city 
council vote 
Tuesday. 

The 
Oklahoma 
City Council 
will vote at its 
next meeting 
on whether to 
approve a $25,000 settlement 
between the city, Holtzclaw and 
plaintiff Demetria M. Campbell 
for a case that has been pending 
in Oklahoma County since 2015. 

Holtzclaw, 32, is serving a 
236-year sentence for a 2015 
conviction of rape, sexual bat- 
tery, indecent exposure and 
other sexual offenses. He was 
charged with sexually assaulting 
12 black women and one black 
teenager. 

All 13 victims have sued 
Holtzclaw and the city since the 
former officer’s arrest in 2014. 

Campbell was not one of the 
13 victims in Holtzclaw’s felony 
case. She stated in her lawsuit 
that he slammed her face and 
head against a brick wall outside 
arestaurant in 2013 while he was 
on duty as a police officer. 

The lawsuit alleged he shoved 
the plaintiff without provocation 
or sufficient justification. He 
then handcuffed Campbell and 
thrust her into his patrol vehicle, 
according to the petition. 

“Plaintiff prayed and sobbed 
as Defendant Holtzclaw trav- 
eled with her handcuffed in the 
backseat of his patrol vehicle 
through various parts of the 
city,” the lawsuit states. “After 
some time, Defendant Holtzclaw 
released (Campbell) without 
filing charges, but accused her 
of fitting the description of an 


Holtzclaw 
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investigation did not find evi- 
dence that President Donald 
Trump’s campaign “conspired 
or coordinated” with Russia to 
influence the 2016 presidential 
election, setting off celebra- 
tions of vindication by Trump 
and his supporters. Mueller 
also investigated whether 
Trump obstructed justice but 
did not come to a definitive 
answer. 


Jim Inhofe, 
R-Tulsa, said, “The summary 
of the Mueller report Attorney 
General Barr provided to 
Congress today was clear: 
There was no evidence of col- 
lusion or obstruction of justice 
— and this was after nearly a 
two-year investigation with 
virtually bottomless resources.
